The fact is that 
there is nothing quite perfect on this mundane plane and imper­ 
fect means must often he employed in an attem pt to reach high 
ends. 
It is quite true that the International C ourt of Justice is an 
offshoot of the League of Nations, and it is true that the American 
people in 1920 rendered their verdict on that international league. 
But it is also true that the people of the United States were in­ 
fluenced by speakers and w riters who played upon the more selfish 
elements in our individual and national life during that election 
campaign, as ii is true that very many voted against the candidate 
who supported our entry in the league because they were assured 
that an association of nations would be formed that would take 
the place of the league. 
Since 1920 citizens of the United States have had the truth 
brought home to them that this nation, large and prosperous 
though it may be, cannot stand apart, indifferent to the movements 
of affairs in other parts of th<* world. 
Currents that have their 
start thousands of miles away move on until they touch far distant 
shores. 
But the appeal that the president is making to the people is 
not based on the selfishness of those who are losing because of the 
economic affect of unsettled conditions in Rurope upon world 
trade. The president is appealing to the intelligence and idealism 
of the people. 
Americans have consistently stood for the exten­ 
sion of the influence of the court. 
They are opposed to men tak­ 
ing the law into their ow n hands. They believe that disputes may 
be settled in court without the necessity of an appeal to force; 
and what they believe to be true of civil m atters they also assume 
to be true of international questions. 
Our leading jurists are in 
favor of a World court for the adjudication of m atters of dispute 
between nations. 
In this our jurists stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the intellectual and forward-looking citizens o f our country. 
While it may be (rue that the League of Nations is built on a 
constitution, many of the provisions of which are obnoxious to our 
people, it is nevertheless true that the league is actually function­ 
ing and is already made. It has behind it the moral backing of the 
nations who are members in it. and the idealism of tho United 
States would give it yet more prestige. 
By entering the Interna­ 
tional Court the United States would not become a party to all tin* 
articles of the League of Nations, while our membership in the 
court would enable this country to assist in perfecting an im-* 
perfect instrument. 
Impractical idealism is dangerous. To hold certain fine t h e o ­ 
ries without any attempt to practice them leads to a decrease in 
the power of the ideals that are held. 
Idealistic dream ing will 
not advance a world whose progress can only be realized as im­ 
perfect instrumentalities are used and perfected, 
lf America’s 
idealism helped to hold her out of the League of Nations in 1920, 
that same idealism, disturbed by a world’s need, will bid this coun­ 
try enter the World court in accordance with the president’s wish. 
A change of policy is good, if the change is in the right direction, 
and surely a change that promises the adjudication of disputed 
m atters instead of bloody conflict is one worth while.

THE criticism of the modern school system recentl> voiced by 
Dr. Henry Smith Pritchett, president of the Carnegie Foundation, 
has helped to crystallize sentiment favorable to a change. 
It is a 
significant fact that many thinkers seem to be impressed by an 
idea about the same time. 
A rthur Pound’s articles in the Atlan­ 
tic Monthly, and contributions by others to various magazines, 
have proved that students of vital movements are dissatisfied with 
the school system as it is today. 
But it remained to Dr. Pritchett 
to say what needed saying in such a forceful manner that, not 
only education, but the general public, took notice of his utter­ 
ance. 
J be criticism made bv the head of the Carnegie Foundation 
has already stirred educationalists to such an extent that they 
are making radical changes in the' curriculums of the schools. 
Too much attention, however, must not lie given to prepara­ 
tion joi a job; tor in ibis machine age workers are soon trained to 
fill their places in the shop and education must be directed to­ 
wards the end of supplying an interest in life. 
With the general 
acceptance of the eight-hour day as a standard in industry there 
must i'c an effort, having as its end, teaching young people how 
to spend their leisure hours. Superintendent Webster of the Min­ 
neapolis schools is right in affirming that fifty per cent of a school’s 
effort should be directed towards teaching the student to read and 
write the English language and to know books. 
It is also true that 
someaUontion should be given to teaching the student the meaning 
of lilt* itself. 
Books are not life, although they depict it; schools 
ave not culture, although they stand for it. 
Life and culture are 
individual assets that can only be won and utilized by the serious 
effort of those who are willing to pay the price. 
Ii the schools are able to provide a practical education lo as­ 
sist students in doing their day’s work, provide a cultural back­ 
ground that will afford abiding satisfaction by peopling the leisure 
hours with the strong characters who have made history, aud re­ 
late the student to life in such a way that he senses the implica- 
i ions and obligations of his relationships, the schools of the land 
will go a long way on the road to producing citizens who are rev­ 
e r e n t to w ai as God, citizens towards country, honest towards their 
fellows and diligent towards their tasks—in other words, they will 
help to build well-proportioned lives.
